To Fuller Life 


From every direction we are con- 
stantly bombarded with knowledge 
never learned in the classroom, states 
a release from the Health League of 
Canada. Through the spoken word, 
the strains of the orchestra, the every- 
day hum of traffic on the ground and 
over head, church, theatre, industry, 
all bringing their added learning 
through the medium of sound. 
vital then is the ability to hear that 
sound. How tragic when the meaning 
of these things fade into the dimness 
of a murky dusk. Yet there are many 


thousands who are daily groping their 


bewildered way through a perpetual 
fog of half-words, half-sounds, that 
mean nothing. 

The aim of the Canadian Hearing 
Society is to reach as many of these 
people as possible; a very difficult 
task when it is realized that the disa- 
bility, because it is invisible, is so 
little recognized or understood by 
those with normal hearing.

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‘FARM ACCIDENT 
SURVEY PLANS 
NNOW BEING MADE 


Arrangements are now being made 
in Ontario counties and districts for 
the carrying out of the province-wide 
Farm Accident Survey, reports 'T. R. 
Hilliard, Director of the Extension 
Branch, Ontario Department of Agri- 
sculture, 

The survey, under the Supervision 
-of the Extension Branch, will formal- 
ly get under way on March Ist, 1959, 
It will attempt to determine the caus- 
@s, types, extent, and cost of farm, 

-aceidents in Ontario, and to disclose 
the farm accident picture for each 
county and district. The survey will 
conclude on February 29th, 1960, 

“Just as improved farming practices 
are the result of scientific research 
applied to actual farming conditions, 
SO can a sound farm safety program 
result only from research on: actual 
farm accidents,” states the Extension 

" Branch Director. “Once the research 
is completed, farm safety programmes 
can be devised which are based on, 
actual farming conditions.” 


It is estimated that approximately 
7,000 Ontario farm people have agreed 
to act as farm accident reporters in 
the survey. They ask the co-operation 
of their neighbours in order that they 
may record all aciddents occurring on 
“Ontario farms over the one-year 
period.

CHICKS TAKE 
RYE IN FEED 


A moderate ration of rye may be 
fed successfully to growing chicks, it 
has been established by tests at the 
Hxperimental Farm, conducted.by R. 
E. Smith, poultry nutritionist. 

The experiment disproved a widely- 
held belief that rye was unsuitable 
feed for growing chicks. Mr. Smith 
established that rations containing 
up to 80 per cent rye could be fed to 
chicks from day-old to ten weeks of 
age without undue mortality or past- 
ing. Growth was retarded however, 
as the level of rye exceeded 15 per 
cent, except when the rye was an in- 
gredient of pelleted rations. In pellet- 
ed form the ration produced broilers 
superior to those on an all-mash corn 
ration but at a cost of a somewhat 
lower feed efficiency. 


Use In Moderation 

Mr. Smith’s conclusions were that 
rye could be used economically in 
growing rations where the cereal is 
competitive with wheat and corn. If 
rapid growth was not the main con- 
sideration, 15 to 20 per cent rye may 
be fed in the all-mash form.

THE SELECTION 
OF A FARM TRACTOR 


During the winter months, many 
farmers think about the purchase of 
a new tractor, and attend farm equip- 


!'ment shows where the latest models 


are displayed. What are some of the 
factors that should be considered in 
buying a farm tractor? 

There are two main considerations: 
first, the type of tractor; and second, 
the make and model. There are three 


Main types. of tractor; three-point 


tricycle, suitable primarily for row- 
crop cultivation, but sometimes less 
stable across rolling land than other 
types; four-wheel type, generally more 
stable on rolling land than the three- 
point tricycle type but generally not 
as adaptable to row-crop cultivation; 
and finally, the track-type or crawler 
type, useful on steep slopes, and on 
loose and wet soils, but probably not 
as versatile as the other two types. 

All types can be obtained in a 
large range of sizes. Only a few comp- 
anies make all three types of tractors, 
many make the tricycle and four- 
wheel types, and a few companies 
make only the track type. 

The local dealer is an important 
factor in the selection of any tractor. 
The farmer who intends to buy a 
tractor should consider the local deal- 
er’s reliability, his reputation for 
prompt and adequate service, and his 
facilities for undertaking major re- 
pairs. 

There is some advantage in buying 
a type and make of tractor that is 
common in the area, since normally: 
Spare parts will be easier to get, ser- 
vice work should not be unduly diffi- 
cult, and the trade-in value of the 
tractor may be higher. It may also

According to the Ontario Veterin-| 


ary College future progress in the 
control of mastitis in dairy cattle will 
‘depend upon the application of known 
disease control measures. Treatment 
is only part of a control programme. 


The solution to the problem lies in t 


educating the dairyman and others in- 
terested in milk production. The vet- 
erinarian must be concerned about 
his responsibilities in the overall pro- 
gramme control. 

Officials at the Ontario Veterinary 
College recommend good.herd man- 
agement, proper milking procedure, 
veterinary diagnosis when the disease 
appears and veterinary treatment of 
\nfected cases to control mastitis in 
dairy herds. When these four prin- 
ciples are utilized with close co-opera- 
tion between the herd owner and his 
veterinarian the huge annual expendi- 
ture for drugs and the losses due to 
mastitis will be drastically reduced.

A suitable soil mixture is 
3 parts loam, 1 part sand, 1 part peat 
moss, 1 part well-rotted manure. Wat- 
ering depends on temperature and 
humidity, but they should not stand in. 
water. 

The tips of the front are easily 
damaged by brushing against them. 
They are subject to scale and mealy 
bug. Apply a weak application of], 
complete liquid fertilizer every few 
weeks once the plants are established 
in their pots. 

Repot the plants in February. Re- 
move the plant from the pot and cut 
off (not pull off) the fronds close to 
the crown. Loosen the roots and sep- 
arate the plants. Then repot all in one 
pot or separate as desired. The 
crown should be almost covered with 
soil. 

Keep potted bulbs moist at alt 
times until you bring them up for 
forcing and check other potted plants 
{chrysanthemums and geraniums) to 
make sure they have enough moisture 
to remain fresh. However, too much, 
moisture now at the end of this dor- , 
mant period will cause soft premature 
growth. If this has started, bring them 
up to a cool room where they'll get ; 
more light. You may have to pinch 
back unruly growth and repot the 
plants before you bring them up- 
stairs. 

House plants need humidity. Give 
your house plants a humid vacation 
by putting them in the bathroom or 
kitcher for a few days at a time. You 
will soon notice healthier leaves with

Dr. R. B. Murray 
Suggests Ways To 
Combat Rabies 


‘Animal rabies has been diagnosed 
in Hastings and neighbouring Coun- 
ties. The following precautionary 
measures should be observed as a 
means of combatting this disease, Dr. 
R. B. Murray, local veterinary, said 


this week. 
1. Pet dogs and cats should be im- 
munized. 
2. A veterinarian should be consult- 
ed when livestock or pets show signs 
of nervous disorder, and care should 
be used in the handling of these. 
3. Use care when pelting fur 
animals or removing fox ears and 
tails for bounty — wear gloves. 
4. Caution children against contact 
with wildlife, dead or alive. 
Hundreds of people in Ontario have 
had to’ take the long and sometimes 
painful prophylactic treatment for 
rabies because these precautions were’ 
not observed. 

If, however, 4 person is exposed to 
a suspected or proven case of animal 
rabies, it is important to ascertain as 
soon as possible whether or not treat- 


ment is necessary. So that this may} 


be done, the following advice is 
issued: 
1. Wash all bites and scratches 


without delay and treat with an anti- 


septic. Consult 4 physician a5 soon 
as possible. 


2. When livestock or pets die under

When a pig becomes 
anemic it is more susceptible to in- 
fectious disease and commonly white 
scours or pneumonia develop. 

Prevention of anemia depends on 
supplying. the necessary nutrients to 
each pig in adequate amounts. Iron 
is most necessary. There are two 
chief means of administration, either 
by mouth or injection. Reduced iron, 
ferrous (iron) sulphate or various, 
commercial preparations are given by 
mouth beginning not later than threei 
days of age and twice a week until, 
the pigs are well established on thei 
ration. Recently in- 
jectable iron preparations have be- 
come popular because of the con- 
venience of administration, the pigs 
usually are treated at about 48 hours 
of age and again at three to four

JOHNE’S DISEASE 
COMPENSATION 


New regulations have been approy- 
ed by the Federal Government provid- 
ing assistance to farmers whose cattle 
are found to have Johne's disease. 

Compensation will be paid owners 
of slaughtered cattle on the same 
basis as is now for tuberculosis and 
brucellosis. 

The regulations, added to the Ani- 
mal Contagious Diseases Act, allow up 
to $70 for grade cattle and up to $140 
for purebred stock.

Horticultural 
Society Hints 


Pansy seed and petunia seed should 
be sown indoors about the last of 
February and kept growing right 
along until time to set them outdoors. 
| The pansy plants may be set out- 
doors in April (weather permitting) 
but the petunias should not go out- 
doors until all danger of frost is past. 

When seedlings become spindly and 
weak it is usually due to lack of light. 
After seedlings are up they should be 
eeDe in full light and moderate temp- 
erature. If the seedlings are to thick 
they will become leggy and thin. As 
soon as the tiny plants are large 
enough to handle they should be 
\transplanted so each tiny plant will 
have adequate room to grow. 

How to start these indoors — You 
won't need much space. A 6 or 7 inch 
pot will provide from 20 to 50 seed- 
lings. 

Sowing Seed — Cover drainage hole 
with rock or pieces of broken pot. Fill 
container to inch of top with ver- 
miculite. Sow directly on the ver- 
miculite, not too thickly. Do not firm. 
the vermiculite. 

Watering — First watering should 
be thorough. Soaking pot in water 
until moisture reaches top of vermicu- 
lite is a good way. Later watering 
should be light. If pots are kept 
too moist, the seedlings will be spind- 
ly, and fungus diseases may get a 
start, 

Transplanting — If you have a pro- 
tected porch or sold frame you can 

transfer seedlings to a flat and grow 
them there for a short time or a fairly 
cool location in the house. 

Another way is to put good soil in 

the pot, sow seeds and cover with ver- 

miculite. This is good practice in the 
outside garden as we tend to cover 
the seeds too deeply.

Ketosis, a disease of dairy cows is 
most likely to strike during the wint- 
er months. According to the Ontario 
Veterinary College, ketosis js most 
commonly found in cows which are 
kept in the barn most of the time 
and is found during the early tectat 
tion period. Usually the first visible 
signs of the disease are a general loss 
of weight and condition, and a drop in 
both quality and quantity of milk pro- 
duction. 

Veterinary practitioners report that 
a drug which has been used extensive- 
ly in human medicine shows promise 
as a treatment for bovine ketosis. The 
drug which is a cortisone-like com- 
pound is capable of bringing the biood 
sugar levels up to normal very quick- 
ly. This is usually followed by a re- 
turn of the animal’s appetite and a 
general improvement in condition.

For Ontario

now for Ontario growers of 
crops in Ontario in 1959? 

Yes, states Dr. D. N, Huntley, Head 
of the Department of Field Husban- 
dry, Ontario Agricultural College. In 
forage crops, for instance, the most 
important species continue to be the 
legumes, alfalfa and red clover, and 
the grasses, brome and timothy.

Testings Under Way 

These 14 counties take in most of 
the major Ontario cattle export area.

Marmora Crash

All artificial insemination centres 
in Canada are to be licensed in order’ 
to establish a national semen, Health 
-of Animals, Canada Department of 
Agriculture has announced. , 

Regulations under the Animal Con- 
tagious Diseases Act, which previous- 
ly laid down standards for imported 
Semen, have been revised and extend- 
ed. 

They will require operators of sem- 
en-producing centres to maintain ac- 
curate records on the disposition of 
all semen. 

Additionally, the regulations will 
standardize health requirements for 
bulls used in artificial insemination 
centres. 

More than 10 percent of Canada's 
5,038,600 cows were bred artificially 
jn 1957. There were 17 semen pro- 
ducing and 131 semen purchasing or- 
ganizations operating that year.

Safety authorities, from the Ontar- 
io Government and the United States, 
outlined the nature of the accident 
picture in agriculture, and on our 
highways, and revealed the measures, 
that have so far been ‘taken to curb 
the accident toll. 


Speaking for the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the Hon. W. A. 
Goodfellow, Minister of Agriculture 
for Ontario, stated that “it is a recog- 
nized fact that machinery, livestock, 
fires, falls and highway accidents all 
contriubte to make farming a very, 
hazardous occupation. It follows that 
it is our duty to undertake a program 
of safety education that will assist iny 
preventing needless loss of life and 
injury that is all too common today.” 

Dr. J. D. MacLachlan, President of 
the Ontario Agricultural College, 
pointed out that it was useless to 
strive for increased productivity, bet- 
ter husbandry, and more efficiency in 
farming if the price that had to ba 
paid was injury and accidents to the, 
farm people concerned. Prof. C. G. 
Downing, head of the Department: of 
Engineering Science at the O.AC.; 
disclosed that the idea of promoting 
safety was not new with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; for years the De- 
partment, through its Agricultural 
Representatives and through organiz- 
ed programmes with 4-H clubs, home- 
makers, junior farmers, and rural 
people generally, had been engaged in 
a safety programme. 


“But we have to go even further,” 
states T. R. Hilliard, Director of Bx- 
tension, Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture, under whose supervision the} 
Farm Accident Survey will begin on, 
March 1st. ‘Just as improved farm- 
ing practices are the result of scientif- 
ic research applied to actual farming 
conditions, so can a sound farm safety 
programme result only from research, 
on actual farm accidents. Once the 
research in completed, farm safety 
programmes Can then be devised, 
which are based on actual farming 
conditions.” 

The Extension Director disclosed 
that the survey will record all farm, 
accidents over the one-year period, 
March 1st, 1959 to February 29th, 
1960.

This year, the mora 
than 13,500 youngsters, who are listed) 
on the Society’s rolls as quote 
“active” cases, will have increased be- 
cause Ontario's swiftly growing popu- 
lation means hundreds of new-cases 
each year. The provincial objective 
of this year’s Easter Seal Campaign, 
February 26th to March 29th, is $800,- 
000. ‘ 

The organization that cares for this 
number of children is amazingly 
small. A tightly-knit office staff at 
headquarters in Toronto, a score of 
highly-trained nurses, a corps of yol- 
unteer doctors and an army of public- 
spirited citizens who give freely of 
their time. The result is a volume of 
service out of all proportion to the 
money spent in the work. 

This work takes several forms. 
There is a nursing service made up of 
twenty-two graduate nurses, each of 
whom has taken a special post-gradu- 
ate course in orthopaedic nursing 
which qualifies them as orthopaedic 
nursing consultants. These nurses 
visit the homes of handicapped child- 
ren, teach the parents how to adminis- 
ter therapy treatment or direct the 
child to medical attention. 

The nurses function in specific diy- 
isions of the province ranging from 
the Lakehead to Wastern Ontario. 
Available for their use are qualified 
therapists whose value is indicated by 
the fact that the Ontario Government 
requested the assistance of two dur- 
ing a polio epidemic some years ago 
and which assistance was provided by 
the Society at no cost to the province 
or patients.
